Aylmer a Force Attacked. 

London, Jan. Jan. It.—The Turkish 
f*»rces which occupied positions on both 
hunk# of the river Tigris at a point K 
miles south of Kut-EI-Amara. in Meso¬ 
potamia, are retreating, according to 
tn announcement made to-day by the 
•fllclal press bureau. 

The war-ofTW states that after hard 
ftghfing the Turks began to withdraw 
on January II and 14. and that they 
are being closely pressed by British 
troops under command of General 
Aylmer. . 

The Turks in retreat along the Tigris 
are those who have been holdfhg lark 
the British column proceeding up tha 
river to the relief of the British fores 
at Kut-KI-Atnara, which is commanded 
by Oensral Townsliend. The test of 
the statement follows! 

“After their defeat. on January i-t, 
the Turkish forces opposing General 
Avltncr retired to n posHlon across ths 
Tigris st Orshe. 25 miles down stream 
from Kut-KI-Amara.

A few minutes liefors the arrival of 
the recreation heur. an armed patrol 
ts stationed about the wire fence which 
enctoees the field. The officers the* 
stroll from the house In groups through 
the rusts gate of the prison and down 
A lade between a row of acstrka to 
the field. Later their orderlies appear 
under escort of an armed guard. The 
groups that reach the field remain In¬ 
tact. and according to the British of¬ 
ficers In charge, this same grouping 
takes place within the dfrlarm. Plf- 
ferencen of rank agd bi^bI p***dtWm 
ar*» sharply accentuated and only 
hruken down In the event of a general 
celebration of some sort. Among the 
prisoners are a number of navy of¬ 
ficers .and the cleavage between the 
army and navy Is particularly ap¬ 
parent in the relations of the officers. 

The visit of the neutral correspon¬ 
dents to the camp was made an • a 
wintry afternoon when the vivid and 
picturesque uniforms of the dBMB 
Lava a touch of -color to the dismal 
surroundings. The presence among the 
offleere of as many hrlDftam garr l ss n 
uniforms Is accounted for by the fact 
that 'whenever a German reserve of- 
cer was seised fiom a Ship en rou'e 
to Germany, he was permitted to aend 
home for his uniforaa. The officers 
actually captured la action wear the 
(•Mini German field grey uniform, 
while the naval officers, most of 
whom were captured at the battle 
of the Falkland Inlands, wear blue 
uniforms which differ little In appear¬ 
ance from those of their captors. 

Bath Tubs 

While the officers were In the re¬ 
creation ground the visitor* were 
conducted tnrough their quarter*. The 
bathing deportment Is well equipped 
with hath tu^s from the school, which 
'while hardly man's else, are plenti¬ 
fully supplied with hot water. Dur¬ 
ing the summer the officers had the 
use of the school Hwlmmim: tank. h*it 
as there Is no means of healing the 
water, the winter compelled them to 
give up this pleasure. 

The ground, floor of the house con¬ 
tains several large rooms used as 
smoking and lounging rooms by the 
officers, but these are seldom occu¬ 
pied. as the prisoners seem to prefer 
the small sitting rooms which they 
have partitioned off from their bed- 
rooms by the use of screens. The 
second and third floors ara given up 
to bedrooms, ip which from on* to six 
officers sleep. Besides thd open grate 
heaped with coal, each room haa one 
or more coal nil stoves, and with 
every window closed these rooms, 
stifling to the visitors, who had be¬ 
come accustomed to tha inadequate 
heating of English bouses. The bed¬ 
rooms are furnished with very rom- 
ruvna, cots, each of which Is covered 
with a clean bedspread. Home of the 
naval prisoners have Squinted their 
rr.oms like the staterooms of n war¬ 
ship. with one bunk above another. 
Moat of the rooms are ornamented 
with attractive prints, many of.which 
are the handicraft of the lodgers. 
Home of the prlstmera have Improved 
the dull wall paper by uatng their 
bright colored bedspreads aa tapestry 
aalt > coveiing. Among the prints are 
many pictures of German national 

figured. __ 

Huts Comfortable 

The quarters |p the temporary 
wooden huts within the enclosure arc 
equally comfortable. In the basemen 
of the building are the kitchens, din¬ 
ing rooms, echo«4 room and dispen¬ 
sary. The officers, who are paid u 
tew cents more than a dollar a day. 
conduct their own commissariat, 
which costs them about M coats dally. 
The resulting menu, provided by a 
typical looking chef, la varied and 
sustaining. 

Within the wire enclosure the pris¬ 
oners are left alone, for. except on the 
occasion of visits of inspection, no

Rome. Jaff. 17.—Gugllclmo Marconi Is 
back In Rom? after aa absence of live 
month* in England and at the front tn 
France and Flanders. Ha declared to 
a press representative that the advant¬ 
age with which the Germans began the 
warj on account of thdr greater sd- 
sntiAo equipment,! has been entirely 
overcome by the allies. This, he saM. 
hss been Jus to the prompt and effi¬ 
cient mobilisation of the men of sci¬ 
ence and inventive genius In the coun¬ 
tries of the allies. 

In the course o t further remarks he 
made the statement that, despite the 
marvelous deve l o pm ent of machinery 
for the purposes of warfare, future land 
battles win be determined In the Anal 
reaort. by haad to head conflict with 
cold steel. 

II Is rumored in military circles that 
In recognition of the very distinguished 
service* he has already rendered to the 
nation. fUghor lfarc««ii, who soon after 
war was dedaihd against Austria en¬ 
tered the Italian army with a rank of 
sub-lieutenant tn the engineering afm. 
win he given tf fp rank of oohwl. with 
a public acknowledgment of the na¬ 
tion's gratitude. 

Scientific Prepsratlun, 

To the press representative rtlgnor 
Marconi saM: 


principal factors In the successes ob¬ 
tained by the Germans. We were 
genuinely surprised at the scientific 
preparation of the armies of the kaiser, 
hut now In tfits regard we are at h ast 
equally strong. 

"Let us consider In detail the Ger¬ 
man scientific Invention* First of all 
•omei the asphyxiating^ gases This 
^rbnnms Invention suprleed us all at 
th ‘ beginning, but it Is no ssefet now 
that the alHes have the wherewith to 
reply ta kind to the Germans. 

Tn avtatfon. contrary to what had 
beea «•xpectsd. the Germans also 
showed- their pre|»arations hod been on 
% most efficient scale. They had very 
fins machines and exeeellngty clever 
oikds. By prompt end *-iH*rgstlc ac¬ 
tion the allies soon caught up to them 
and now euntase them In this respect, 
e fact proved by bombardments of Ger¬ 
man towns. 

"Another surprise with regard to air 
rnoi Lines was the fact that very large 
*»ir craft were put la the field at the 
beginning «»f ths war squipped with 
wireless telegraph apparatus of a new 
kind. The French, however, oaptured 
a few of these machines; tin* secret be- 
anw romnioo property and the benefit 
which tip Germans expeuted from their 
Inx’entlon In this regard was frustrated. 

’ The 3>|»pellns ar#» valuable for «ar- 
-ylng out raids, but from a military 
«x*|ut uf \ lew they are of no value. 

Not a BrllUant Showing. 

**«»n the sea Germany did not,make a* 
, hrilllunt showing, apart from the use of 
i rubmartne which proved lo be of *»x- 
• ptamal construction. Their special 
value was due to the use of the lfiescl 
internal coasbustion engine., hut the 
vlllea arc struggling victoriously In 
tills field siul also ara accomplishing 
wonders. 

"In the beginning of the war the G«r- 
imiix had a heavy artillery which 
[was superior to that of the allies. At 
•r-sent the conditions arc just the op. | 
incite. During mv recent tripe along' 
t|»e FYenrh front I found everywhere ( 
»hat tne Krenrh batteries have the tip¬ 
per hand over the Krupp guns. 

’Tn the matter of wireless stations 
ulso tha Germans arc inferior to the 
allies. The most powerful station of 
all is one now established tn Enrtand. 

“Every day the allies arc adding lit¬ 
tle scientific improvements of a most 
useful kind and In great numbers for 
wireless purposes. I cannot speak of 
them, because it Is necessary to keep 
bur secreta. I may soy. however, that 
the Germans, who have remarkably 
well equipped w«fiiishop* and labor¬ 
atories are In a position to replace all 
their damaged parts, bat Urn allie* 
daily making new scientific progress, 
already are on a par with thetr adver¬ 
saries atgl soon will have left them 
behind." 

Signor Marconi said that undoubted¬ 
ly the war of to-morrow wlU be murh 
more scientific than the present one. 
Machinery far destruction would grew 
enormous In size, fantastic ta concep¬ 
tion and extraordinary in result*. One 
at the moat remarkable dev sin paw ats I 
at present la this regard concerned the 
torpedo.
